BEST LITTER TO 
USE IN BROODER 


Shavings, Cut Straw and Cut 
Hay Meet With Favor. 


One of the commonest questions 
asked of the poultry department of 
the New Jersey agricultural experi­ 
ment station 
during the spring is, 
"What is the best litter to use In the 
brooder house?” 
For the benefit of 
all poultrymen who are troubled with 
this problem the station issues the 
following statement: 
There is no best litter, but there are 
certain requirements that litter must 
meet in order to he satisfactory for 
use In brooding chicks. 
These require­ 
ments are that it should lie: 
Light 
in weight, thus allowing the droppings 
and dirt to work to the floor so the 
chicks are not likely to pick up con­ 
taminated material; 
absorbent, and 
therefore 
capable 
of 
keeping 
the 
brooder house floor dry; cheap, so 
one can afford to replace it every five 
days after the first four weeks; and 
clean, 
which 
means 
freedom 
from 
mold, mustiness, and dust. 
Shavings, cut straw, and cut hay 
meet these requirements. 
They are 
not tiie only materials that one can 
use, hut they are among the best. 
Straw or hay used for Utter should 
always he cut. 
If the straw or hay 
is not cut it becomes matted and cov­ 
ered with droppings, and Is therefore 
of no value for litter. 
Baciliary white diarrhea, 
cocctdl- 
osis, and intestinal worms are spread 
to a large extent by the use of dirty 
litter, the experiment station w arns 
One 
rule 
in 
brooding 
chicks 
that 
should he followed. If all others arc 
forgotten, 
is: 
“(Mean 
the 
brooder 
house every five days.” 
This means 
removing the litter, sweeping the floor 
of the brooder house, and putting In 
clean litter.

026 pullets were raised to maturity 
at a cost of $1.26 per bird after de­ 
ducting the returns from 924 cockerels.

BEST LITTER TO 
USE IN BROODER 


Shavings, Cut Straw and Cut 
Hay Meet With Favor. 


One of the commonest questions 
asked of the poultry department of 
the New Jersey agricultural expert* 
ment station during the spring is, 
“What is the best litter to use in the 
brooder house?” 
For the benefit of 
all poultrymen who are troubled with 
this problem the station Issues the 
following statem ent: 
There is no best litter, but there are 
certain requirements that litter must 
meet in order to he satisfactory for 
use In brooding chicks. 
These require­ 
ments are that It should be: 
Light 
In weight, thus allowing the droppings 
and dirt to work to the floor so the 
chicks are not likely to pick up con­ 
taminated m aterial; 
absorbent, 
and 
therefore 
capable 
of 
keeping 
the 
brooder house floor d ry; cheap, so 
one can afford to replace it every five 
days after the first four w eeks; and 
clean, 
which 
means 
freedom 
from 
mold, mustiness, and dust. 
Shavings, cut straw, and cut hay 
meet these requirements. 
They are 
not the only materials that one can 
use, but they are among the best. 
Straw or hay used for litter should 
always be cut. 
If the straw or hay 
la not cut It becomes matted and cov­ 
ered with droppings, and Is therefore 
o f no value for litter. 
Bacillary 
white diarrhea, 
coccidl- 
osis, and Intestinal worms are spread 
to a large extent by the use of dirty 
litter, the experiment stutlon warns. 
One rule 
in 
brooding 
chicks 
that 
should be followed, if all others are 
forgotten, 
I s : 
‘‘Clean 
the 
brooder 
house every live days.” 
This means 
removing the litter, sweeping the floor 
of the brooder house, and putting in 
clean litter.

FRESH AIR CURES 
CHICKEN’S COLDS 


Ventilation and Dry Litter 
W ill Prevent Troubles. 


Chickens are unlucky in the struc­ 
ture of their heads, f**r it iuak**s them 
susceptible 
to 
colds. 
I'oultr.vmen 
should try to avoid conditions that 
will bring on colds, says Dr. E. L. 
Brunett, of the New York State Col­ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine ut Cor­ 
nell university. 
In the head, in front of the brain 
cavity, are tldn cones of bones locat­ 
ed in chainlwrs. 
The use of these 
chambers Is to provide a space in 
which the inhaled air D wanned be­ 
fore it is taken Into tlie lungs. 
When 
a chicken develops a simple cold, an 
excessive amount of secretion forms 
in these cavities. 
As this Increases, 
the poor drainage of the cavities al­ 
lows It to accumulate. This accumu­ 
lation is on ideal place for bacteria 
to multiply and tho resulting bacterial 
growth makes the foul odor which is 
often present with roup. 
A simple cold may be avoided or 
corrected by increasing the warmth 
with plenty of fresh air and providing 
plenty of dry litter. 
If the first stage 
is not checked the cold may end in 
roup with Its characteristic head swell­ 
ing and foul odors. 
The opinion that roup is a conta­ 
gious disease is not well founded, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Brunett, for there 
Is usually some underlying condition 
that is indirectly responsible. 
Tills 
may he tuberculosis, or worms, hut 
whatever the cause it should he re­ 
moved before a cure can be expected. 
A third type of cold Is more of a 
distinct disease, commonly kuown us 
bronchitis. This condition Is acute 
and tie* birds die quickly. 
The cause 
of the disease is not known. 
The best 
treatment is to increase the tempera­ 
ture of the house, either by controlling 
the ventilation or by using brooder 
stoves. 
In tlie early part of the out­ 
break It is well to remove all sick 
birds and put them in heated brooder 
houses. 
Most of them will recover 
when placed in heated houses.

quack remedies should not be used.
